The Northern California DX Foundation (NCDXF) had helped OJOMA become a 
household DXer and later a great ham as OHONA, while later-on, the NCDXF 
and OHDXF assisted the Finnish Light House Society (FLS) to restore the 
beauty of this remote DX outpost between Aland Islands and Sweden. 

The 2019 season will see many veteran DXpeditioners returning to their 
dreamland to provide OJ0 QSOs to those who deserve — the Deserving! Their 
return will enable them to once again experience the camaraderie and 
friendship only a true DX location can provide. Adding to the crew will 
be upcoming OH and SM youngsters! 

The invited guests of the season are: CO8DM, E21EIC, E20NKB, W5XU, 
DS4EOI, JH4RHF, JE6HIB, PB2T, DJ9ZB, DL3DXX, DJ4MF, DL5SE, SMOW, SAOLAT 
and others. They will be hosted by OH3WS, OH3JR, OH2BH, OH2TA, OG2M, 
OH2PM, OH4EA, OH6FSG, OH6LSR, OH6KV, OH60K, OH6NJ and the younger vintage 
of OH2FB, OH1UBO and OH3UAF.
